Vancouver, Oct. 20. — The enthusiasm 
over the great Cowan victory reached 
Its height In tho Conservative com- 
mitteo room, through which the vic- 
torious candidate was carried over tho 
heads of his shoutlns supporters. 

From a table on a raised platform 
Mr. Cowan thanked the electors for 
his handsome majority, and added: 
"It has been a good flght and a clean 
light. We have routed the enemy. 
There was never any campaign , in 
which the success was so complete' at 
all points. Yes, gentlemen, lt~ was 
tliat flag and all that it represents—" 

"And Bowon island," rang a voice. 

"Ves, the poor old World ls'rlght.'lt 
i.s buclc to Bovven island' for a rest. 
(L.iiuffhter and'CKeers:)' ,"But 'the*ih6n'6r 
mid the credit for'thls great victory Is 
youra." 

A moment later he nddcd: "I re- 
grot that one of my encmlOH u.sod wi'u- 
poiis that .ire debarred in civilized 
warfare. .But he himself fell Into the 
net that ho laid for me."

G. H. Barnard, K.C., was yesterday 
elected to represent Victoria in the 
Dominion House of Parliament, de- 
feating Hon. William Tempieman, 
minister of Inl.ind revenue and mines, 
by u total of 2,171 votes as oppo.sed to 
i;,lt;ii votes, a majority of live. There 
were 75 ppoiled baliotb and 11 rejected 
biillots. The iutoiuion of tho major- 
ity of tho ballots not included in the 
lirul llgures were clearly In favor of 
Mr. Barnard, r Tho official declaration 
by the returning officer will bo made 
today. , 

The usually quiet thoroughfare of 
View street tiresented an unusually 
animated appearance. Throngs of 
earnest, and sometimes excited, men 
lined tlie street for several blocks, 
while motors, hacks and conveyances 
of all kinds .vyer'e constantly driving up 
depositing tjielr loads of voters at In- 
stitute bull. 

Both tlie Conservative and Liberal 
workers were exceedingly confident of 
the result. The canvasH books of eith- 
er party showed large nominal majori- 
ties for its candidate, and tlio voto 
came out fairlj' well. The Consorv-^itlvo 
liead{inarterH for the day were In tho 
.MacUregor block, opposite the Drlurd, 
whilu the Liberals hud pitched a tent 
on a vacant lot next to the polling 
station. Crow.ds . of men gathered on 
tlie sidewalk outside the committee 
rooms eagerly ''disousslngi the 'progress 
of the -campaign. ■ Beth 'slde^ seemed 
s;;tisiled- that' victory' would ev.entunlly 
perch upon' Its bahrieVs although to- 
wards the ■'end of tho afternoon those 
Liberal workers who reailiif knew what 
was going .o.a'beiran to wear an anxious 
cxprossioni- " Then" tJielri'>jii^tlVltli' was 
redoubled and horses and motors were 
not spared. 

Early Rush to Poll. 

In the (Jonscrvativo rooms on tho 
other hand the feclir..g of coulidenco 
increased as llui day W'.iro on. Tho 
hrst tiling in Uie iiiornixig there was 
a rush to poll, the workers on belli 
sides performing that important duty 
ao that they mlglit be ul leisure to do 
their appointed woi-li.iijL bringing otti- 
ers to mark tlielr ballots. The nay was 
perfect and during the morning the 
Ijiberals polled a heavy vote. The Con- 
servative vote was also strong, but 
\vas not coming out q.ulto as fast us 
the leaders, xvrould have liked to see. At 
noon time there was another great rush 
to poll, and both sides registered many 
voles. 

' About three o'clock a Colonist re- 
porter visited, tho Conservative rooms 
once more, arid found the utmost ucti- 
vity prevailing. Up to that point the 
vole was Judged to be about even, 
which, mailing allowance for natuiai 
optimism, meant that the Itiberais were 
guining ground. At this stage, how- 
ever, a change came over the scene. 
Voter after voter dropped his ballot in 
tlic box and came down to the Conser- 
vative committee rooms to announce 
tliat he had voted, and had voted right. 
Tlio workers were more mid more en- 
couraged as tiiose pledged to the Coii- 
servalu'e candidate came in in Increas- 
ing numbers. The a.ssurance of a 
liard-fougiit, well earned victory came 
to them as a grateful glow, aiul all 
fell tliiit nolv.'ithstandmg tho desper- 
ate (dforts of tlieir opponents, witli all 
tlie inllueiice of the Uoitllnlon govera- 
nienl e.\erted v.iUioul scruple on their 
beiiaif, all was going well. 

Crowd Was Orderly. 

Tho crowd outside tlio Instltuto hall 
was an orderly one. There were two 
big policemen there but they had no- 
ilimg to do. Tho Liberals had clever- 
ly secured the laiiil next the polling 
place, and had a crowd of boosters out 
on the sidewalk siireadlng all kinds of 
misleading ruir.ora as to how the light 
was going both In Victoria and else- 
where, Willie apocryphal bulletins of a 
kind calculated to Influence an unde- 
cided voter to vote for the government 
candidate were conspicuously displayed 
oil a black board close to the hall. 
VVlicther or no these devices had any 
luiluence on the result it is difficult lo 
l ay, and now tile Conservfitlves are not 
likely to bother about enijuirlng. One 
ihing Is certain, the Liberals polled 
every possible votQ, and the absentees 
were largely those wiio would liavo 
voted for their opponents. 

'J'here was quite a little betting go- 
Int; on, though towards the midulu uf 
tiio afternoon the l^iberal money began 
to illsaiipear. In fact It was at all 
times more In evidence: wlion lliero 
ivas none l<-> take liio bet, for tho 
Conservative backer:-; hud to look far 
and often before the\- could gel ac- 
conimodalloii, and even liieii some 
wore dlsapi'ohiU'd. I'earl i-'lenilng 
-handled a good deal of money, jilaciug 
bets umouuliiig to $1!,500 liuit Taylor 
would (b'feat .lardine in the Wcstmln- 
;;ter di:ilrlct. Ho also placed a num- 
ber uf bets on tiio local contest, and 
th(.^ J.jlierals soon began lo avoid lilni, 
lliey found tliat biiilfs did not go 
when he was around. It Is understood 
thai most of the money he wtis hand- 
ling bad been ontrustod to him by 
friends, ;ind who iiut Up the big money 
is not known. 

At last 11 got clo.'ie to fj o'clock, and 
the crowds began to go down to Broad 
Htreet opposite tii(. nev.'s'.iaper oflloes. 
The Colonist had arrangeil for a sjie- 
clal telephone at tho tloor of the poll- 
ing station. The llgures were passed 
out from tim.o to time to a reporter 
outside. Whence they )vero phoned in 



to the Colonist office. Tho business 
otflco was Jammed with people waiting 
to hear the news, wliiie the street out- 
side was crowded with ■Conservatives 
waiting for the bulletins 'which 'were 
immediately placed In the window. 
Many had been there for some time 
talcing tho returns as they came in 
from, eastern constituencies. 

The First Figures 

Finally the telephone bell rang, and 
there was a stillness which could be 
fell. The llrst return showed a ma- 
jority for Barnard, which was posted 
up amid cheers. Then tho waiting 
recommenced, and ; <or a while each 
message Showefl that Mr. Barnard was 
keeping a small lead. But when tho 
votes had been about half counted a 
rush of Tempieman ballots came In, 
and the cabinet minister shot ahead. 
This return was re'-"6lvcd with gloomy 
silence, but the next showed Mr. Bar- 
nard creeping' u]) again, while the 
faces of Ills iird'jnt supporters began 
to clear up a little. .Soon tlic Con- 
servalivo was announced lo have 
caught and passed hia opponent, and 
the tidings was received v,-itli another 
outburst of cheering. 

About six o'tdock a disriuioting re- 
turn was (lasliod over the wire, 2,^02 
for :Mr. liariiard, ami, 2,2C0 for Mr.

yir Wilfrid I.aurier lias lieeii re- 
turned to power with a large majority. 
Although we had liopcd for a dlfCerent 
result, and although the Indications 
seemed favorable to Conservative suc- 
cess, we cannot say that we are great- 
ly surprised, exeeiitlng as to llie resull 
in Ontario. Throughout the campaign 
Hie Colonist was very careful to avoid 
any forecasts of our own of tho way 
public opinion was setting In tlio Kast.

THE STREETS. 



In no spirit of fault-finding, but 
simply to Impress upon them tlio ne- 
cessity of action, wo direct the atten- 
tion of the Mayor and Aldermen to the 
really inexcusable condition of some 
of tho princiijal streets. ^\\' say Inex- 
cusable because It seems us if there is 
ono remedy, which would go far to 
making them more passable. TBetter 
drainago is needed. AVe do not mean 
.-L belter system of surface drains, but 
a general cleaning out of gut'.er.!, and 
wh-c-ro ■ there are no guttii-rs to cany 
away tho surface water, Mio digging 
away of tho obstacles to its free 
course. A few doys ago r<J sfenklng 
of the great puddles tlial coKi^r.t in 
many places, mention was m.'ule oi" 
one on tlie corner ot Government 
street and the Gorge Road. Next day 
some one went there and dug a litllo 
drain. It was about five minutes' 
worlt, but It provided a remedy. To 
be sure !t simi)ly drained the water 
off lo another place, wliere 11 is (pille 
as much in tlio way of pedestrians 
but It illustrates how a little work can 
do something in the way of street Im- 
provement. 

A v(^i-y gr.-at deal of execlli'nl work 
has bci'ii done this aummer. There 
ma.\- l)o a difference of opinion as to 
llie m-cesslt,- of some of It just at 
present, but we are not disposed to be 
critical on such points, for we know 
tliat theri> may be rea.'oons for iiuiiil- 
cipal work, which are not aiipar'-iit In 
casual observers. Now let the Aldor- 
manlc Board look after the minor mat- 
ters of the kind Just mentioned. A 
null' money, judiciously expended, 
will do a gn-at deal of good, and cer- 
tainly make our streets look very 
much better. 

Tho problem presented by the city 
streets is a very formidable ono and 
apparently no person seems competent 
to grapide with it. Tin,' present refoi'- 
cine is not so much to the business 
streets as to thoso in otlier parts of 
the city. Yet the soil of Victoria Is 
favorable to street making In residen- 
tial sections. 'What seems to be tho 
source of a great deal of trouble Is 
the very Inadequate nican*i provided 
fur the drainage of the surfac(! water. 
While the city is fairly level, tbero 
la hardly a place in It where there Is 
not sufficient Incline In one direction 
or anoilier to carry off rain as rapid- 
ly a;i it falls, but these natural drain- 
age facilities are choked up with 
grass, loaves, earth and olbei- things, 
SO that tho water lies wliere 11 fulls 
or in the pools into which it flows 
■from tho higher Irioquall'tlbs of the 
Klreels. What seems to be neeiled is 
.■I cbiiiu-e f(]i- the waler to run off, and 
it would coal very little to provide this. 
Let any one take 'a walk around the 
city during -or' after )i rain that ' is at 
all heavy, audi ho will see what wo 



THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 

After nil exceptionally dull period, 
public Interest In tho United States 
seems at last aroused in tho Presi- 
dential campaign. The most notable 
develoiHiienl Is tho ilegree of eonli- 
dence expressed by Jlr. i3ryan and ills 
supporters. They claim to bo certain 
of success. A week ago tho New 
York Herald, In its analysis of tlio sit- 
tiallon, reached the conclusion that 
Mr. Taft would bo electr-il unless tliere 
is a lanilslldo to Mr. Hi-yan. Thi'. iat- 
ter's managers claim tliat the land- 
slide has begun. 

Mr. Taft Is undoubtedly under a 
heavy handicap. The cartoons in the 
newspapers, oven among those friendly 
to him, represent him as very much 
of a shadow of Roosevelt. Now, 
much as tho people of tho United 
States admire the President, they liko 
a candidate witli a personality of l;is 
own, and this .Mr. Bryan unrpiestion- 
obly has. Ho is not dominated by any 
leader; lie is not even dominated by 
ills own party. He is tho head — he Is, 
In fact, tho Democratic partj-. He has 
taken into his camp tho 'proniinenl 
men one after .another, and he iin- 
riuestionably liaa his party consoli- 
dated as It never has been since 1896. 
If he Is defeated It will not be because 
of lack of unity among the people 
who havo been looked upon as repre- 
sentative Democrats. 

Vc Incline to the opinion that Mr. 
Taft will be successful. There seem 
to be too many factors in his favor 
for any reasonable certainty being felt 
that they can lie overcome by any pos- 
sible landslide. ]3ut tho extraordin- 
ary lack- of entluislasm among tlioso 
supporting hini is something that may 
lead to his tlefcat. So far as the world 
at large Is concerned, it will probably 
make no material difference which of 
Ihem is chosen. Xo one man, at least 
no man now in iniblle life in that 
country, can Imjiose his views upon 
eighty millions of people, so as to 
bring about any changes of a revolu- 
tionary character. At ono time It 
looked as if ;Mr. Koosevelt might do 
so; but the tasl-c was beyond even lils 
strenuous personality.

On Ma\- 12 of this year, unnoiinee-

of a year. The conditions whieii tlie 
Powcrs.had laid down as i)relindniirv 
to this step were (1) the organization 
of a native gendarmerie; (2) the 
maintenance of tranquility.

It 
has heeit deemed highly iirobahle that 
when once (he troopii wen.' witlulrawn 
the Cretans who would then be m.aHter 
of their destinle.'i, would Issue .-i. 
prompt declaration of union w-lth 
Greece.

Captains Cook and Clcrke arrived 
at the Islands on Decembor 31, and a 
few. days afterwards took observations 
of an eclipse of the sun, wlilch the.\ 
iiad to leave off on account uf the 
ertat.heat. Not a drop of fresh water 
was to be had, ndr.-was there oi single 
cocoanut tree on "that part of the la- 
land, and In order to allay their thirst 
they had to kill turtles and drink 
their blood. There was no trace of 
any human being ev^r having been 
there. "Having some cocoanuts and 
yams on board," -wrote Cook, "I oic'er- 
od them to be planted on the sjiet 
where I had observed tlie eeli])se, and 
some melon seeds w-ere sown In alio 
ther iduce. 1 also left on tlio leUind a 
bottle containing the foUowiag 
Mcriptlon!— 

Georglus Tertius;' Rex, 81 December, 
1777.

An intere:dlnK little book has just 
ecu in-Kately printed for tho Bibllo- 
idille Hoclety of Boston. It contains the 
letters that passed between Charles 
Ukkeiis aftd Marie Beadness — sutoae- 
(pii-ntly Mrs. Henry B. "Winter — tlit) 
youngest of three dauBhters of tho 
manager of a London hank. Dickens 
met her in ISTZ and fell lieols over 
head in love with her. Pan-iuul op- 
position, plus till- iieklein'.ss of liis in- 
amorata, dictated the chilly un:ility ot 
her refusal, and two \-iar.s later Dick- 
ens married Calherhi Hogarth, While 
.Miss H(-adne-ll sborth- afterward be- 
came llu^ \\-li:e of ^\'ilUer. 

As i-very one knnws. "David Cnppcr- 
lleld" Is largely autobloKr'aphlcal, and 
Mrs. Whiter Is the original of fund and 
fatuous Dora. Ilie (-liliri w-ife, whose 
mental :ind si^lrllual ih-velopmiMU f.-iil 
to kei-p pace with la-r husbamrs. w-ho 
Is, withai. an eiiKai^ini; .-nul lovable 
(iKurc! In his '■>-es and In the ;niITr;iKcs 
of countless thousands of reudera. 
.Somo twenty years later Mrs.' Winter 
v.rote to D16kens — by that time tho 
father of nine cblldrpn— and tho rich 
and fninous novelist r(\'ipnm'Ied In sen- 
timental vein, tellirif? her that she iy, 
Ills Coiilienield heroine; tliat tlie no\-cl 
authenticity mirrors thi- ]ia:isioii he 
once felt for her, aud .'aibscrlbliif,' hlni- 
Belf, "E\'er lUTei-thaiately yours." In 
another h-tter, whieli — atitlidpatiu;; Mr. 
Boo.scvell — he begins ".My th-ar M.aria," 
he suKfrests that ."\In;. AVhiter shall crill 
lit Ills hoiis<- oi\ .Sunday, pedltoly lii- 
(lulrliiK llrst for Mrs. ];)lckons, m'Iio un- 
iloubtedly will not bn in. :\n-s. Winter 
came and saw and did not conquer. In 
t\\v'ntj' years the lady had aged per- 
ceptibly. Sho had grown stout. She 
no longer beautlftil although as 
ladrh of a coquette as ever. 

After this dlsiliusipnment of this in - 
t« -view, Dlcltens was as cold and dls- 
IfJit as the. snows of Mars, and con- 
tyU-ed by his letters— frigid to the 
point of downrlKht unmannerllnes.s — 
to kill the correspondence. Three 
years later, 'Mr. Winter bavins- •■suf- 
fered hn.sl.-iesK reve/.sef,-, Mrs. winter 
broke the silence to ask DIckeuH to 
lend them money. Mr. Dickens sent 
his regrets on that occasion, nnd also 
when, Bomowhat later, her father died.

Ad a matter ot 
fact, tuere is no time in Bociety for 
the cultivation of iiumor. People arc 
too laucn in earnest, iue ia too slrenu- 
uus. Iiumor uemaiius a certain Jei- 
siireline.JS. It is Hopeless to looii lor 
It 111 peuiile livmt; in a perpetual rush. 

Un tile wliole, nu->vever, 11 is aston- 
ishiat;- now weil peuinc seem to get 011 
wltliout lids gut. ,-DomeLimes, indeed, 
one liiids ones self woauering wlie- 
tlier II sense of Uumor may not, after 
all, be more of a drawback tlian u 
blessing. Very lew vyomen have any 
liutnur. 

Kven on the rare occasions, when 
40 • Avomen do possess a sense at humor, 
64 it is apt to bo intermittent and to de- 
sert itiem in a crisis. Self-consoious- 
ncBs will sometimes take its place and 
juevent a woman from making a fool 
of herself; but, as a rule, It la in the 
eiiiothjiiul moments of her life that 
the incompleteness of woman result- 
ing from ihu ab.senco o£ humor makes 
ilaelf most fell. Vet, oven If sho did 
pos.se.ss tills invaluable quality it Is 
doubtful whether tile mere nian weuld 
altojietiier appreciate it. If ho is 
sometime.'; be\-,-lldercd by that absence 
of restraint \vliieh so frequently ae- 
eumpanles feminine emotlonali.sm, on 
tile eiher liaiul it is possible tluit he 
might be even more bewildered on 
lliidiuH: ;i v.ouian in the tliroes of an 
linmortal passion Imbuotl with a sen.se 
of the absurdity of her weakness. It 
might make her more reasonable; but, 
after all, it is not always the most 
reasonable women who appeal most 
strongly to men, and It sometimes 
happens that occasions arise wlien a 
sense of proportion Is not the most 
essential sense to possess. 

It Is, however, In the minor details 
of everyday life that the value of 
humor makes itself most felt. The 
reason wliy women are, as a rule, 
more easily bored than men lies in 
the fact that they have not tho same 
laculty of seeing' the amusing .side of 
l)eople and tliliiKS. They take evcry- 
tiiiiii.; seriously, e\-cn themselves. It 
never occurs to tlie-ni how r^bsurd tiioy 
are or how absurd eve-ryti/ag is that 
they do, from powderiny: I'leir noses 
to falling in luve. Least of all dues 
it ever occur to them that they are 
Iwckiui,' In the sense of humor.

Those 
women go Into the h.onies of tho set- 
tler.s as domestic workers, but are re- 
ceived, it is said, on terms of jierfect 
equality. In fact, tho authorities nay 
tliat only gentlewoman are wanted. 
Tlie girl of the servant class does not 
H ein to fit at ail. Sho is not equal to 
I ho unexpected tasks of a pioneer 
home. 

A colonial training farm has been 

started for would-bo emigrants and 
there they are put through a pretty 
severe course of training. Tliey learn 
houKowork in all its branches. They 
arc taught how to take cure of pigs 
and ho<'s and poultry. They chop 
wood and they bottle fruit. 'J'hey cure 
bacon and they learn to ride and drive, 
it Is hard -work, but there i.s no lack 
of volunteers, for tho new land offi^ru 
golden )irospect.H to these suiierlhums 
w-omon of the old country, As a rule 
the unfortunate employer does not 
Iceep hr.v "lady hidp" long. There are 
loo niaiiy suiieriiuous men in the new 
country, and It Is not unusual for the 
fair emigrant to receive several offers 
of marriage before she even reaches 
her destination. 



Tho Use of Fathers. 

With the average boy tho father's 

sodo of tho meeting of :Flora Flnchlng counsel carries more weight than tlie 



mother's because tho boy thinlis tlio 
father understands his altuatlon better 
than a mother can. Tho boy la just 
entering the world of men; tho fatlier 
already moves and has his beinj^ in 
that world and if the boy n.-speets hUi 
father he is a])t to respect .-urI accept 
his opinion as to matters whereof the 
fatlier has liad experience and the 
son not. 

Au to R-lrl.s, It Is reported by por.sons 
in a position to observe to advantage 
tho girls of tills f.'eneration that many 
of them emerge fr(mi tlio conlemjior- 
ary pnK'osses of education with Ideas, 
standards .-ind Intentions of their own 
30 deliiilto and positive ns to lirliifr the 
contemporary mother to confusion and 
dismay. The mother has tier views 
nnd iilans for her daughter's next 
procpcdlnffs; wise plans, prob.-ibly 
based on pound exjierlonee; but tlie 
education of wouKm has cliungod very 
mueli in a Keneratlon, and jierhaps it 
is not to lie wondered nt that it slionld 
he n common thing for such a dis- 
parity to obtain between the mother's 
hopci and tho daugliter'.s prefer- 
ences as to strain niaternal ])atienco 
and filial affection. At such crisis 
a'fattaer, knowing loss about the i)arti- 
cular mould In which It la proper that 
glrla should be run, is apt to be less 
Kcandalized than the jujothor at the 
reluctance of his own girl to be run in 
it. Sympathizing with both at- 
titudes, he Is sometimes able to temp- 
er both tho mother's expectations and 
the daugljtor's reluctances and so ease 
along tho modlllcatlon of tradition and 
help to keep peace and love In the 
family. 

No father wants to throw n diiURhter 
away. Mothers in their jierplexlty 
KometlmoH foci that It ia a choice be- 
tween that and running away thom- 
solven. To ace that neither di.saster 
liappens Is it worthy work of which 
ever so fallible a. father may contri- 
bute very mucli, provided ho bring.-i to 
tho t.-isk n proper aplrlt of patlonco 
and humility.

l'"rani:i.>, (Jurinany, otc. Tlits prooeeil- 
Ing.s wrra oiicned l)y Sir James 0'15oii- 
oliOL', I'lialrniau of the urban council; 
and the llrst rosoluliun. whlcli was pro- 
po.si.'d by Lord ].>iinravcn, empluislned 
tlie IniportaMco of an orKanl/.ed effort 
to dr'vi'loi) the export trade ot Ireland. 
Lord Iiuni-.'iven, In the courao of Ids 
sjicccli, said Ibut Irish goods should 
live on their own merits, and whllo lie. 
bi llovod tho present Industrial revival 
would liuvo the- sympathy, 'not only of 
Irishmen In other countries, but also 
ot many foreigners, he was anxious 
that -the opening of outside markets to 
them should not be taken as an appeal 
for charitable consideration. 

The Rev. William O'Flanagan, an 
American Roman Catholic, said that 
for tho past 20 or 30 years Irish dele- 
gates had been coming to America to 
ask for money, but. If the energy and 
perseverance so expended were applied 
in Industrial effort, the results wouUl 
be incomparably better. Lord Clon- 
brook said, that what was especially 
Important to Ireland was to bring the 
producer and the market together, and 
ho was glad to know that such o.^cel- 
lont work In that direction luul been 
done to America. This wa.s especially 
important in the case of cottage indus- 
tries. 

Lord Castletown, of Upper Os.sory, 
urged that In the new Irish Universi- 
ties adequate provl.slon should be 
made for the training of students in 
sui)jecls ajipertalnins to commercial 
and Industrial pursuits. Tlie system 
that obtained in iielglum of progres- 
sive education for the primary and 
throughout the intermediate school up 
to tho university .seemed to him ad- 
mirably suited to the wants of Ire- 
hind. 

Colonel Xugent lOverard moved a 
re solution appi'aling to Irish landlords 
whosi' cst;ites liad been transferred to 
tenants under the land purchase sys- 
tem to invest a share of their purchase 
nioncN- and bonus towards the revival 
of Irish iiuiustrlcs. He referred to the 
Land Conference, and said that, ac- 
cording to its recommendations, which 
afterwards became liiw, landlords were 
not to be obliged to leave Ireland. Uy 
the act ot 1003, landlords were to re- 
ceive the equlv.alcnt at least of their 
Incomes. 'I'he agreement, he regretted 
to aay, had not Ijeen earrled out by tho 
third i)arty to it — namely, ttie treasury. 
When reference, therefore, v.'as made 
to the Irish landlorii.s who had sold 
their properly, it should be remembered 
that (inly u small proportion of them 
bad received the purchase money and 
bonus. There was no riglit to suppose 
that the Uuullords were not willing to 
abide by tlie spirit of the Land Con- 
ference agreement. Many ot tliem 
ivere members of tlic Industrial Con- 
ference. He had seen no fuich tiling as 
an e.xodus of the landlords wlio.se sales 
were completed, and he believed that 
no such thing would take place. On 
the eontrarj', be was satlslied tliat tlie.v 
desired as a bod.y to remain In Ireland, 
and ilo what was In their power to 
promote thi: country's welfare. Tlie 
s|ieecli was received with applause, and 
the resolution which It advocated was 
unanimously adopted.

If China, cannot abolish tho 
opium trade within ten years tho 
Chinese government will bo asked to 
pay Jill indemnity to tlie Indian gov- 
crnmiuit tor losses sustained in reduc- 
ing the amount of oi)liini exported 
inlii Cliln;i. and that the relations 
helwccn Crcal Britain and (Jlilna will 
thus be Impaired, The despatch was 
.-iub:;i'(iui.MilIy preseiUcd to the Throne 
j by the Grand Council for perusal. 
After she had read it over, the lOmpress 
Dowager ut once sent tor tho linperlai 
Commissioners of Opium Prolilbillon. 
who were severely reprimanded and 
ordered to explain themselves. After 
their audience, tho CommlsslonerH 
held a meeting with the members of 
the Grand Council, and It decided that 
the cultivation of tho poppy In China 
would be prohibited within the ne.xt 
year. It was further deckled to send 
a deiHitation to tho various provinces 
to make personal investigations in re- 
gard to the suppression of opium.

Although badly wounded and bleed- 
ing, he walked to tho police barrack 
and reported the outrage, after which 
ho fainted from loss of blood, Tho 
police summoned Dr. :Macnamara of 
Corofin, who examined tho Injured 
man and found ;;S pellets had pene- 
trated the skin. On Saturday morn- 
ing the police! visited, the place and 
made Inquiries, but so far, no arrests 
have been made. This Is the second 
time within two years that Mr. Casey 
has been shot at; In July last year he 
was llred upon wlille visiting a farm, 
although he was followed by a police 
cyclist. It Is believed that the outrage 
is duo to the tact that a brotlier of Mr. 
C!asey has taken a portion of a farm 
which it Is considf-red locally should 
be divided among the jieople.

Peruvian Lady of Good Family Over' 
come By IHunger In Paris 



Paris. Oct. i;i;.-AVliili> the beadle in 
tho church of .-■Hint Lambert, at Van- 
miiirii, was malting ins rounds the other 
day, he was surprised to ibul a lady, 
appai-ently lifeless, la the nave ot tlio 
building. Afti'r vain attempts to re- 
store lie,, to consciousness, he erilled in 
the police, tie; iudy, who had mere- 

ly fainted from wi-iikne.ss and want, 
was conveyed to a, hospital, where she 
has since recovered. Her story turned 
out to bo a very sad one. .Slio comes 
of a good family in rem, and Is tb« 
aunt ot a former Peruvian Minister of 
AViir. Hlie had at one time a conslder- 
abh; fortune of her own. but lost It 
through lll-advlsed .speeiibrtion, and has 
been in Franco for some time iierfectly 
destitute, so much so that fears are 
now entertained for her reason. After 
fibe had partly recovered at tho hospital 
slio said that she bad coino from Havro 
whero she had been staying at the Hotel 
Jtoderne, and that she was to meet In 
a -rtv.' days n lawyer fiMJin iV<>w York 
who liail Informed her tluit the bnd In- 
herlt(>d the sum of H, 000. 000 from ber 
brother. Unfortunatoly It turned out 
that this .luppoRod Inheritance wan 
merely na Illusion. The l.^eruvlnn Le- 
gation iiere b.-id procured for hor a 
passage on a steamer and .arranged for 
ber to return to .Snuth America, It was 
no easy matter to pnrnnndo lier to leave 
Paris, aa aha was always waiting for 
the imaginary lawyer to appear with 
the supposed Inheritance.

Tho "farmhouse" Is proijably 
tho most magnificent in the worl.l, for 
It cost almost £.'120,000 to build, and is 
more richly furnished than many n 
royal palace. On the liomestend alone 
are employed luo male servants. The 
gardens are superbly laid out, the 
stables more magnificent than llu-se 
ot tho German emperor, and there Is 
accommodation for 500 guests if neces- 
sary. . . 

Scattered over tliQ vast ranch aro 
100 outlying stations, each ono of 
which has charge, of a certain portion 
of the estate. The horsemen, cow- 
punchers, llne-rldei's, shepherds and 
hunters number 2,000, and the Terra - 
zas ranch Is the only one In tho world 
which maintains its own slaughtering 
plant. Each year IGO.OOO head of 
cattle aro sl.xughteerd, dressed and 
packed and 100,000 sheep. Don Lula 
jiersonnlly superintends tho different 
industries on his ranch, covering many 
thons.mds of tnlles on horseback dur- 
ing a twelvemonth. Don Luis was at 
ono time governor of Chihuahua, but 
public lite (lid not suit hlin; it was 
too (lulet, and bv. preferred to spend 
his life riding over the plains and 
looking after his own enterprises. lie 
Is three times as rlcli as any otlier 
man In ^Mexico. 

Don Ijuis founded Ills cattle i-aneli 
about fourteen years ago and four 
years later he sought to Import the 
lliieat cattle from Scotland and Kng- 
land. But there was a consldor.ablo 
difficulty in the way. The Import duty 
on foreign cattle was so beav.v that It 
was lrni)ossll)le to bring over tht^ ani-

For Hallowe'en. . 

planning parties for Saturday night. 
In addition to the ordlntiry games and 
tricks, tho following from the Port- 
land Telegram will glvo ingenious girls 
BOniQ hints: 

In decorating rooms or ttibles for 
Hallowe'en i)aTtlos iiutumn lettves play 
u most important part, and whether 
they bo the genuine leaves or those 
of paper certainly no decoration is 
more attractive. The real leaves when 
aont from the florist's are, of course, 
an ea.sy solution to the problem of 
Hallowe'en decoration, but It adds In- 
llnltely more pleasure to the festival 
if thoy arc gathered by the girls and 
boys wdio uro to jiiirtlclpate in the 
good time of the evening. For tbe 
gir! who cunnot gather her tiutumii 
leaves it is great fun In make them 
from paper, and one may turn out a 
great many bi-anches of Ijctiutiful 
leaves without the expenditure of 
much time or an uiiusnal amount of 
-skill. Tho paper foliage, at course, 
has tho great advantage of not wilting 
and drying up In heated rooms as does 
tliG natural foliage. 

In making the paper foliage natural 
branches are used, aud on these are 
wired the small branches of leaves. 
The leaves are cut from plain crepe 
paper, which Is spread out on a table 
and hastily brushed over with vermil- 
ion yello-w and green water color, and 
sometinie-s with a touch of gilt. Tbe 
foundation color may be green, yellow 
or brown. Tlie leaves aro then allow- 
ed to dry and they will eurl up a little 
In doing so, whicli niakes liiem look 
natural. Large branehes of leaves arc 
used to decorate the lireplace, mantel- 
piece and window corners, while for 
tho table there are separate leaves, 
with stems bound with brownish 
green tissue paper or small branches 
laid around the central decoration. The 
leaves may be cut from the Hollowo'en 
napkin drapery, etc., which comes es- 
iiecially for such uscB during tho fes- 
tival. This Is probably tho easiest 
method of making the foliage although 
it does not, of course, afford tbe same 
niiportiinlty for tho e:<^ercise of individ- 
ual .skill and taste. 

Another favorite Hallowe'en decor- 
ation, that of the pumpkin vine, is also 
made of paper in two tones of green 
with tlio rich pumpkins in natural 
colors gleaming from among the heavy 
dark foliage. Tho pumpkins are made 
of tlic erepe paper stuffed with cotton 
when they arc to be moi-ely decorative. 
Konivtimes, however, a pumiilcln \'inc 
is ii.scd its a moans of storing away 
treasures which aro to be distributed 
among the guests.. Tlie vine may be 
used to decorate a corner of the room, 
l)ut it is not hung too high for the 
guests to pluck tho treasure pumpkins 
Avlth case^ Bach pumpklii. is made 
over a box -which, contains a- favor sig- 
nificant of tho season. The outside 
of the box is aurroundcd by cotton so 
as to make 11 globo, which when cov- 
ercd with the yellow crepe p.-ijier will 
resemble a pumpkin. AN'lieii it Is pre- 
ferred to li.ive the pumpkin vino for 
a. table decoration it Is tirranged In n 
circle In tho centre, but near enough, 
to the edge of the table for each guest 
to rctich It with ease, The pumpkins 
are tlten so di.strlbutcd that each guest 
hits his i)ortlon oC tho fruits of the 
evening directly in front of his place 
Jack o'ianterns containing favors In 
the form of Hallowe'en .. fortunes- or 
emblem.s, black cats, witches, bats, -etc. 
are vei^y popular and. most effective 
for a party given in honor of the fes- 
tival. Thoy aro mad-o after .the usual 
numiier of Jack .Horner pics, with 
yellow ribbons extending from the 
Jack o'lantern, which is hung in the 
centre of the room, to each of the 
guests. The Jack Is covered with 
pumpkin colored paper with dark 
green trimmings, and his features aro 
most effectively carried out in black 
tl.ssuo parier cut to re.scmblo his dis- 
■"i-lnctly iilebeian eyes, nose and mouth. 

Most attractive witches, cats, bats, 
etc., which are necessiiry part of the 
Hallowe'en decorations, may al.so lie 
cut from the decorated paper unless 
one requires a very large size. A 
little Ingenuity, even through skill In 
drawing bo lacking, may evolve a 
witch as sizable as Is desired from 
back paper, and nothing else. A sil- 
houette witch is most effective and 
when armed with a paper broom adds 
ii striking note to the rialiowe'(-n feast, 
Tlio witch is cut from black crepe 
paju'r and mounted on :i stiff wrapping 
paper or other mat iiaper, which is 
lirst co\-ei-od with black tissue paiier. 
The witch's broom Is made of a slen- 
der round stick wound -with blnek 
lissui; jiaper, the broom part being 
made of due strip.s of iinper formed 
Into a brush and tied around about 
three inches from the top with a 
paper cord. The handle of the broom 
IS pasted to the back of the witch, 
being held in place by a strip of 
black paper. It Is necessary to have 
both sides of the witch black only in 
case she Is to be Kuspendi.-d and there 
is danger of her revolving. If she Is 
to bo iilaced tlat against tho wall any 
color will do for tho back. 

]'\u- a largo Hallowe'en party a good 
device is tho distribution of fortunes 
from till- v/ilch's caidron. Any young 
Kin 111a}- plav- the part of tho witch, 
but the i-ffi-et will be heightened if 
a girl \v\th black or green eyes imd 
a rather tlilii face be cliosen. A. 
round faced, blue eyed witch Is a little 
disappointing. A small girl usually 
takes the jiart better than a large one. 

Tlie witch should be ilressed in a 
long cloak, which may be made of 
paper, elieescclotli or silk, but should 
be blac k and sliould almost eomiiletely 
cover licr, showing only her hlgii 
heeled .slippers. Tho capes aro made 
very full, with gathered ruffs that 
stand up about her throat. The tall 
peaked witch's cap decorated with ap- 
propriate symbols In white, red or 
yellow, comploto.s tho costume. The 
witch stands under brandies of au- 
tumn tollago and stirs tbe broth which 
is supposed to bo l)ubbllng in tho 
caldron. From time to time sho 
bends down .-md pulls out of Lhe pot 
of broth a fortiinx-, wbi.'ii is handed 
to the giu'st wlioKo t-.un It Is t-> visit 
the witch at that morn^'it — tiny pump- 
kins, earriit.s, cucuiiibi.rs, apples, nuts, 
etc. — till of which are really little boxes 
Inside of which is eoneetiled the mes- 
sage which i,T. -v-t ii )ms fir each re- 
cipient of a fortune at her hands. The 
tiny objects so concealed should be 
of some significance considered as for- 
tunes. To one, for Insti.t 0, ma" go 
iL silver rlns. moaning spe-xly ong(.ge- 
ment; to another a :ravr'lUng bag, 
meaning <i.

Bush was secured by tlie 
Tigers in the last three weeks of tho 
season and during that time has been 
doing such consistently good wmk 
that ha Is credited even by the olil- 
clals of the Detroit club with being 
responsible for tho team winning the 
pennant. 

"We would have finished In third 
place If we hadn't had Bush at short," 
frankly acknowledged one of the De- 
troit club ofllcialB tbo other night 

Yet, according to the rules govern- 
ing the world's series. Bush was in- 
eligible to take part In the games, 
notwithstanding the fact that- Presi- 
dent Murphy of the Cubs expressed a 
willingness to waive the rules and al- 
low Bush to patrol the beat which, it 
is generally conceded, now belongs to 
him. 

The Intent of that rule barring 
players from tho world's series who 
had joined a team after Sept. 1," said 
President Herrmann, "was to prevent 
juggling with talent.

STEAMER DISABLED BY 

BASKIi\!G SUNFISH 



Twin Screw Steamer Fiona Met With 
Peculiar Accident Off the Aus- 
tralian Coast 



News of the remarkable experience 
Of tho steamed Fiona, a twin-screw 
iateamer which was temporarily dis- 
abled by striking a big sunflsh weigh- 
ing two tons was brought by thu stea- 
mer, Aorangi from Australia. The Fi- 
ona, which reached Sydney under one 
engine was about ten miles off Bird 
Island and 45 miles from Sydney 
heads when all hands were alarmed by 
!i aiidden shock on the hull of the -vcs- 
.sel. It appeared as though the steam- 
er h;i(l sti'uck some .solid substance or 
wreckage. The result was remark- 
iiiili;, for the port engine was bri)ug"U 
up "ail .standing."

One 
blado was completely embedded In the 
llesh, jamming the flsh hrmly against 
the stern post. 

' "It was Impossible to extricate the 
monster," said the captain, "so we 
hoisted tho boat on board again and 
proceeded on our passage .jvUh tho 
starboard engine only working. Pro- 
gress under the circumstances was 
slow, but Sydney iVeads were safely 
reached at 7.30 p.m. Tho Fiona was 
headed Into Mosman bay, where She 
anchored.

Sunlishes are trul.\- jielagic, ]iropa,gat- 
ing tlieir species in the o]ien sea, and 
oul.v occasloiuiU.v approach tho co,"LSt. 
During the stormy season they live 
prob.ably at some depth, but In calm, 
bright weather, they rise and rest or 
play on the surface, with their dorsal 
tins liigh abovo the water. This habit 
has given rise to tho popular name 'Jj 
"sunlish," a term also sometimes ap- 
plied to the basking shark, which, in 
liko manner, enjoys tho warmth of a 
sunny day.

railroad, with the telegraph and tele- 
plioiie pole.s, were set on lire, and the 
Soo-Spokiiiie train and a freight held 
up two hours. 

'i'he lire was tliouglit to have origin- 
ated from a spark from a freigiit 
train, or it may have been caused by 
some tramp camping under the slieds. 
This Is the second lire that has oc- 
curred at 'Wattsburg, and only a 
plentiful supply oir water and the aid 
ol the steam pump prevented serious 
loss.

Vault Dynamited and ^yianager 
Slightly Wounded — Sum 
of $4,500 Stolen 



Qucboc, Oct. 26. — The branch of the 
Ban(itic! Provliielalc ;it Ht. l?ai)liael, 
Be!leelias.so county, was vlidteii and 
dynamited by burgliira early on Satur- 
day moriiinff, and all tho contents of 
the vault tiilccn awaj'. 

It wa.s a Uttlo alter midnight -^vhcn 
Mr. Fiset, the local manager, was 
awaltened by an explosion. Ho Im- 
mediately jumped out of Ills bed. As 
ho stepi)ed into the bank he was re- 
ceived with several revolver shots, a 
ball entering' the imlm of his ri^ht 
hand and luaUine lla exit near the 
uiist, iiirUctlng a painful wound. Mr. 
Kl.-^et dropped his revolver and yelled 
for liolp. 

'J'lio burglars, numbering eight, lied, 
well covered with their revolvers. A

As It wtis 
very dark his wife put a lantern In 
the window, and instantly the man was 
surrounded by the burglars, each 
holding a revolver.
